He  taught  in  the  public 
school  system  for  over  thirty  years.  He  married  the 
former  Jimmie  Lee  Fanroy  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 
James  Mosley,  an  elder  in  his  church  was  honored 
this  past  October  1997  by  his  church  family  for 
over  40  years  of  dedicated  service  enhancing  the 
work  of  the  gospel  in  the  Capital  City  SDA  Church. 
Likewise,  Elder  Mosley  was  instrumental  in 
establishing  churches  for  the  Lake  Region 
Conference  of  SDA  in  Evansville,  Indiana  in  1947 
and  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  in  1948. 

Jimmie  Lee  Mosley  was  born  in  Memphis, 
Tennessee.  Her  mother  died  when  the  children  were 
very  young.  Her  mother's  last  wish  (a  newly 
converted  Christian)  to  her  husband  was  that  her 
children  be  sent  to  church  school.  Their  father 


(a  non-believer)  honored  this.  All  six  of  the  children 
are  active  in  the  church  today.  Jimmie  Lee  attended 
Capitol  Avenue  School  and  received  her  high  school 
diploma  from  Shortridge  High  School.  She  attended 
Indiana  University  and  did  her  student  teaching  at 
LPS.  #101.  Jimmie  Lee  is  a  devoted  mother  who 
has  spent  her  years  nurturing  and  rearing  the 
children  in  the  fear  and  admonition  of  the  Lord 
along  with  caring  for  foster  children.  Along  with 
sending  their  children  to  church  school,  the 
Mosley 's  have  sent  some  of  their  foster  children  to 
church  school. 

The  Mosleys  are  active  members  of  the  Capital 
City  Church.  In  1985  Indiana  Academy  honored 
them  as  "Alumni  Parents  of  the  Year".  In  1995, 
Indiana  Academy  recognized  them  for  having  sent 
eight  of  their  children  to  Indiana  Academy.

Professor  Emeritus  of  Chemistry  at  Oakwood 
College,  he  was  born  January  15,  1924,  in  the 
Republic  of  Panama.  He  grew  up  in  the  Canal  Zone, 
where  he  received  an  American-style  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  education.  In  1946,  he 
graduated  from  Oakwood  Academy. 

His  college  work  included  chemistry  courses 
at  the  City  College  of  New  York  (CCNY).  By  the 
summer  of  1948,  he  had  completed  the 
requirement  for  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
Physical  Science  at  Oakwood  College.  After 
completing  college  in  two  and  a  half  years,  he  began 
his  teaching  career  at  Oakwood  College  in  the  fall 
of  1948. 

While  on  leave  of  absence  from  Oakwood 
College  during  the  academic  year  1950-51,  he 
worked  as  a  chemist  and  later  became  a  consultant 


for  the  Metric  Chemical  Company  in  New  York 
City.  One  of  the  products  of  this  company  was 
named  "Emersite"  in  honor  of  Dr.  Cooper  because 
of  the  contribution  that  he  made  in  its 
development. 

Dr.  Cooper 's  service  to  Oakwood  College 
spans  almost  half  of  a  century  (49  years).  Largely 
because  of  his  contribution,  Oakwood  College 
today  ranks  among  the  top  15-20  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  nation  sending  black  students 
to  medical  school. 

His  publications  include  articles  in 
professional  journals,  two  chemistry  laboratory 
manuals,  a  chemistry  textbook,  The  Core  of 
General  Chemistry!,  and  a  new  book  titled,  To  the 
Unknown  God,  the God  of  Science  and the  Bible. 
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Alumna  of  the  ytar 
Virginia  Jlughts-^lgrman 
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Virginia  Hughes-Norman  the  younger  of  two 
children  of  the  late  Stella  and  Ernest  Hughes,  was 
born  in  New  York  City.  Her  early  education  was  in 
the  New  York  Public  Schools.  When  her  father 
became  a  Seventh-day  Adventist,  she  transferred 
to  Ephesus  Jr.  Academy,  then  completed  her  high 
school  work  at  Oakwood  Academy.  In  1950,  she 
graduated  from  Oakwood  College  with  a  BS  in 
Secretarial  Studies. 

Her  first  stint  as  a  denominational  worker  was 
as  a  secretary  to  the  President  of  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference.  Four  years  later,  she  began  a  thirty- 
seven  (37)  year  teaching  career,  first  at 
Northeastern  Academy  and  later  in  New  York's  high 
schools.  During  the  interim,  Virginia  attended 
Columbia  University's  Teachers  College  and  earned 
a  Masters  in  Business  Education. 

She  has  serviced  her  church,  Ephesus,  in  New 


York  City  in  several  capacities  -  as  Church  Clerk, 
Sabbath  School  Secretary,  Sabbath  School 
Superintendent,  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Women's 
Ministries  Coordinator.  Virginia  was  the  first  woman 
to  become  a  member  of  the  Northeastern 
Conference  Committee  and  the  first  woman  to  serve 
of  the  Atlantic  Union  Conference  Executive 
Committee.  Currently,  she  chairs  the  R.T.  Hudson 
Elementary  School  Board.  She  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  Northeastern 
Conference  Women's  Ministries  -  serving  as 
coordinator  in  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx. 

In  addition,  Virginia  is  a  fully  paid  life  member 
of  the  A.  Samuel  Rashford  Chapter,  member  of  K- 
12  Board  of  Education,  Northeastern  Conference, 
educational  volunteer  (assisting  children  with  their 
homework),  and  1st  women  on  the  Atlantic  Union 
Conference  Executive  Committee.

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Dr.  Jessie  G.  Bradley,  daughter  of  the  late  Jesse  and  Ophelia 
Godley  excelled  in  her  educational  pursuits.  She  enjoyed  reading, 
writing,  and  sewing  as  a  child.  Her  business  career  as  a 
seamstress  began  when  she  was  eight  years  old. 

Dr.  Bradley's  professional  education  includes:  attendance 
at  New  York  University,  New  York  City  College  and  Hunter 
College,  graduate  of  Oakwood  College,  BA;  S.  Connecticut 
State  University,  BS;  Southern  Connecticut  State  University,  MS;
